Shanghai, Feb. 4 (By A. P.).—Con- 
flicting reports left Shanghai in doubt 
today as to the military situation south 
of here, where northern and southern 
troops have taken positions for a battle 
which is expected to determine posses- 
sion of this city, control of the Yangtze 
valley and possibly the fate of the 
republic. 

Headquarters of Marshal Sun Chuan 
Fang, defender of the city against the 
Cantonese advance, declared he was 
holding his own. Nationalist circles 
forecast his early collapse. 

Missionaries arriving from the battle 
front area in Cheklang province, re- 
ported today that 500 of Marshal 
Sun’s wounded soldiers reached Hang- 
chow from his Yenchow front, crowd- 
ing ‘the Hangchow hospitals and neces- 
sitating the moving of overflow wound- 
ed to the Southern Presbyterian Mis- 
sion hospital at Kashing. 

The appearance of the wounded to 
the rear of the lines of the defending 
army is the first evidence that the bat- 
tle in Chekiang province had begun. 
The war theater is but little more than 
100 miles southwest of here. Sun’s 
forces were entrenched along the Ysien- 
tang river, using Yenchow as a head- 
quarters. The last-known position of 
the Cantonese indicated they were at 
Shuchow, 25 miles southwest of Yen- 
chow. 

Unresponsive to Britain. 


Hangchow, where the wounded were 
being received, is about midway be- 
tween Marshal Sun's lines and Shang- 
hal. It was learned here yesterday that 
the two armies had clashed and that 
the central section of Sun's forces had 
been thrust back in the vicinity of 
Yenchow. 

Meanwhile, publication of the Brit- 
ish proposals for a new treaty with the 
Peking and Canton governments found 
the nation generally unresponsive and 
uninterested. The British proposal was 
made public at a time when the Chi- 
nese were absorbed in the New Year 
celebration, when in all China not a 
newspaper, Chinese or foreign, was ap- 
pearing. 

The text of the British proposal as a 


consequence is not known at present 
to any but a small circle of publicists

APPROVED BY HOUSE 


Goes to Senate Carrying 
$40,129 Over Amount 
of Committee. 


MORGAN SCHOOL ITEM: 
CUT FROM MEASURE 


Four Extra Funds Included; 
Zihiman Has Sewerage Tax

The District appropriation bill, carry» 
ing $36,213,495, or $40,129 more than 
recommended by the committee, was 
passed by the House yesterday and sent 
to the Senate. At the instance of 
Representative Funk, chairman of the 
subcommittee which prepared the bill, 
an item of $8,531 for furniture and 
fixtures for Morgan school was stricken 
out. 

The subcommittee, in slashing the 
school estimates, had let this item elip 
by. Mr. Funk explained that only the 
plans were being provided for the school 
now so there was no necessity of ap- 
propriating for furnishings. 

Representative Griffin, of New York, 
had virtually no support in his effort 
to have items for the laying of water 
mains on Alabama avenue near the 
District line reinserted in the bill. They 
were two items of $42,800 and $20,700, 
approved by the budget bureau, for 
laying 12-inch mains. Water now ig 
supplied by 24 wells, 19 of which have 
been condemned as polluted, Mr. Geif- 
fin said, and he made a vigorous plea 
that the appropriations be approved in 
the interest of health. 

Mr. Funk described them as two more 
of the nearby Maryland enterprises, and 
as unsound business. There is a 2-mile 
unpopulated gap before the community 
of 500 persons which the mains would 
serve is reached, he declared, and as @ 
business proposition he could not see 
why the water main should be extend- 
ed at a cost of $63,500.

$12,500 for resurfacing the approach te 
Highway bridge, and $660 for a new 
police inspector, including $200 for his 
salary and $460 for maintenance ‘of his 
automobile. This is for the reinstate- 
ment of Capt. A. J. Headley to his 
former rank. The Morgan school item 
was the only fund eliminated from the 
committee bill. 

Fewer changes were made in the 
committee’s handiwork, it was pointed 
out, than any bill ever to be prepared. 

The total of $36,213,495 carried in the 
bill includes the water service and $1,- 
040,000 already provided in deficiency 
bills.

ON ROAD TO MILLENNIUM 


Cooperation Between Labor 
and Capital Here Called 
Prosperity Secret. 


PLYMOUTH ENVOY’S HOST 


Plymouth, England, Feb. 4 (By A. P.). 
The spirit of cooperation between labor 
and capital is the principal secret of 
American prosperity, Ambassador Alan- 
son B. Houghton said tonight in an 
address at a banquet in honor here. 
Mr. Houghton has just returned to his 
London post from the United States. 

“The laborer is becoming a capital- 
ist,” he said, “and the most hopeful 
effect of all this is the tendency to 
make industrial war, with its wreckage 
and its senseless destruction and hu- 
man misery, an indefensible thing.” 

Ambassador Houghton said that 
Americans probably paid less attention 
to their country’s prosperity than those 
who survey it from the outside. “We 
are too busy dealing with the new 
problems it has created,”’ he said. “The 
millennium is still a long way off, but 
I believe that we have definitely found 
the right road.” 

Touching on Anglo-American rela- 
tions, the Ambassador said that what 
the Mayfiower’s voyage from Plymouth, 
three centuries ago, signifies to Ameri- 
cans can not be better expressed than 
in the words of President Coolidge, as 
governor of Massachusetts, when he 
said that the United States had en- 
tered the world war “‘to keep the path 
of the Mayflower clear.” 

Lady Astor, who with her husband, 
Viscount Astor, was one of the 470 
guests at the banquet, thanked Ambas- 
sador Houghton for his visit to Ply- 
mouth and said that the more honest 
men get together to know one another, 
the more hope there was for the world. 
She added that she was sure that Am- 
bassador Houghton would feel that the 
right people in England would never 
‘let America down, and that the right 
people in America would never let Eng- 
land down. 


BILLS WOULD ALTER 
HYATTSVILLE’S LAWS 


Measures Include One to 
Increase Town’s Bor- 


rowing Power. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. 4.—The Prince 
Georges county delegation in the legis- 
lature today introduced four bills in 
the house affecting municipal elections 
and civic affairs of Hyattsville. One bill 
is designed to reenact section 307 of the 
local code by giving the mayor and 
council-authority to appoint annually, 
beginning with 1928, three assessors to 
value all umnassessed property within 
the corporate limits of the town, and 
the mayor and council also would be 
empowered to direct a new assessment 
of all property in any years when public 
interest requires it. 

Another bill would increase the bor- 
rowing power of the town council from 
$50,000 to $100,000, for municipal im- 
provements. A third measure directs 
that the councti shall, ten days before 
a municipal election, issue a statement 
concerning the financial condition of 
the town. 

The fourth bill provides that elec- 
tions be held only in certain wards des- 
ignated by the council when there is 
only one candidate for mayor, treasurer 
or aldermanic office to be voted for.

Lawyers Favor Adding Police 


Judges, Burkhardt Tells 
Gibson Body. 


CHIEF JUSTICE M’COY 
ALSO IS AGAINST PLAN 


Move Would Mean Throwing 
Behind of Municipal Tri- 
bunal, He Says. 


The District Bar association is not in 
favor of the proposed merger of the 
police and municipal courts, Joseph A. 
Burkhardt, its president, told the Gib- 
son investigating subcommittee last 
night. The committee had asked the 
association for an opinion. Mr. Burk- 
hardt reported that the association's 
directors virtually were unanimous in 
believing that it would be an unwise 
change. 

Chief Justice Walter I. McCoy, of 
the District Supreme court, also was 
unfavorably inclined toward the meas- 


ure. 

The subcommittee directed H. A. A. 
Smith, chief investigator for Comp- 
troller General McCarl, to pursue his 
inquiry as to the cost and amount of 
coal consumed at St. Elizabeths hos- 
pital. In a report on the institution 
rendered before Christmas the comp- 
troller left the impression that no 
new boilers had been installed since 
1911. Representative Gibson, chairman 
of the subcommittee, cited him testi- 
mony from committee hearings given 
by institution officials that four had 
been installed. 

Coal consumed during the last ten 
years at the institution cost $1,306,- 
000, Mr. Gibson said, and it. was pur- 
chased through the government fuel 
yards. Mr. Smith explained that his 
office had not been able, because of a 
lack of time, to go thoroughly into the 
coal matter, but had definitely estab- 
lished that all the coal purchased had 
been used at the institution. Mr. Gib- 
son made known that the subcommit- 
tee is interested in knowing if there 
has been any waste and if the new 
boilers were not eliminating it. 


More Judges Preferred. 


The local bar association feels that 
the assignment of municipal judges to 
help out the police judges would be 
a better way of relieving the congested 
docket of the police court than the 
merger of the two courts. 

Justice McCoy said that even this 
could be overdone. Pointing out what 
has been generally described as the re- 
markable record of the lower court, the 
chief justice said that the drawing of 
its judges might throw it behind. 
Merger of the two courts, he said, would 
mean the throwing behind of the mu- 
nicipal court in the same proportion 
to which the police court was assisted. 
In addition to the municipal court be- 
ing up with its work, the chief justice 
said that it was brought to his atten- 
tion some time ago that the cost of 
trying a case in that court was less 
than $2 each. 

As long as “we people” must-be regu- 
lated, he said, it seems as if more 
judges is the only answer. If a man 
parks his car at the wrong angle, he ex- 
plained, by way of illustration, he must 
go to court. 

Mr. Burkhardt said the Bar associa- 
tion felt that not only was the merger 
necessary, but that no additional judges 
are necessary. It has appointed a com- 
mittee to work with the judges and the 
committee with a view to simplifying 
procedure and making recommenda- 
tions, he made known. 


Must Be Challenged. 


Touching on the condemnation juries 
which the committee has been inquir- 
ing into, the chief justice gave it as his 
opinion and that of some of his asso- 
ciate judges that real estate men, in- 
stead of invariably being members of 
the juries could be kept off of them en- 
tirely, if the corporation counsel only 
would challenge them. The fact that 
they are experts, he said, would dis- 
qualify them from condemnation jury 
service. But they must be challenged. 

He suggested a law by which the 
government would take over condemned 
property immediately instead of waiting 
for the jury award. This would pre- 
vent changes to the property, it was 
pointed out, against which the National 
Capital park and planning commission 
now is seeking legislation. 

The chief justice paid high tribute 
to the services of William P. Benson, 
present chairman of the jury commis- 
sion. Mr. Benson has given freely of 
his time and has been supported by 
his firm, B. F. Sauls Co., in an effort 
to put jury = on a high and effi- 
cient plane, he said. Mr. Gibson told 
him that the committee had been ap- 
prised by others of this service on the 
part of Mr. Benson and the B. F. Sauls 
Co. He has been working diligently 
since he assumed office, Mr. Gibson 
said, “to bring orders out of chaos.” 

It has been planned to have Mr. Ben- 
son before the committee to tell of 
the condition in which he found the 
jury system, but he has been ill. 


Fight on Magazine 
Renewed by Treadway 


The attack last year by Former Rep- 
resentative Fuller, of Massachusetts, 
on the National Tribune, a local pub- 
lication in the interest of ci¥il war 
veterans, was renewed in the House yes- 
terday by Representative Treadway, of 
Massachusetts.

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UNDERRILL MEASURE 
DENIED ANY SUPPORT 


BY CITIZEN COUNCIL 


Refuses to Reconsider Private 
Insurance to Help the 
District Employes. 


COMMERCE CHAMBER 
AND BALDWIN ASKED AID 


Associations Favor Fitzgerald 
Bill for Government Opera- 
tion, Says Yaden. 


Efforts by a representative of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
and District Superintendent of Insur- 


ance Thomas M. Baldwin, jr., to induce 
the citizens’ advisory council to reverse 
its previous action and join the commis- 
sioners in recommending the Underhill 
workmen's compensation bill for mu- 
nicipal employes, instead of the Fitzger- 
ald bill, were set at naught last night 
when the council refused to reconsider 
its decision of last week. 

The Underhill bill provides for writ- 
ing of insurance by private companies 
to protect District employes against in- 
jury and, their dependents against 
death suffered in their employment. 
The Fitzgerald bill sets up a fund ad- 
ministered by the government. 

James G. Yaden, chairman of the 
council, reported to that body that he 
had received a letter from an Official 
of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce complaining that the council 
had made its decision after an ex parte 
hearing, without listening to repre- 
sentations by proponents of the Under- 
hill bill. He said Superintendent Bald- 
win had asked to appear before the 
council in behalf of the Underhill bill. 

“I replied,” said Yaden, “that we had 
not held a hearing at all and that prac- 
tically all the citizens’ associations favor 
the government operation provided for 
in the Fitzgerald bill, instead of letting 
the insurance companies indemnify 
District employes and their depend- 
ents.”’ 

The council last night voted to 
recommend that the pending bill to 
regulate the practice of medicine in 
the District be amended by striking out 
an enumeration of thirteen subjects 
in which applicants for licenses to 
practice are required to have learning. 
The bill provides that each applicant 
shall have attended high school -four 
years, college two years and medical 
coliege four years and then submit to 
a written examination. 

“The bill is too drastic,”’ said George 
C. Havenner. “It should not contain 
such detail. The examining board 
should be given latitude to name the 
specific requirements,” 

The bill to authorize removal of the 
old Aqueduct bridge, at an expense of 
$228,000 was approved with a suggested 
amendment to spend $25,000 for con- 
version of the first span on the 
Georgetown end into a recreation pier. 

The Gerry bill for a children’s court 
was disapproved and the Capper juve- 
nile court bill was recommended. Dis- 
approval was voted on the bill to grant 
automobile drivers’ permits free to 
army, navy, miarine corps and coast 
guard chauffers operating government 
cars. 

Other bills approved by the council 
were to protect prospective park lands 
from damage by grading or felling of 
trees until condemnation is completed, 
to widen C street northeast to make 
it a main entrance to Anacostia park, 
limiting guardianships held by any one 
person to five and setting up a gen- 
eral insurance code. 


DR. SIMON PREACHES — 
ON SPIRITUAL LIFE 


1,000 Attend Reception at 
Temple on His Twenty- 
third Anniversary. 


Comparing the spiritual changes af- 
fecting his congregation during the last 
quarter of a century to the growth of 
flesh upon dry bones, the Rev. Dr.

Mexican Aid for Liberals

The Sacasa revolutionists in Nicara- 
gua relied almost entirely on arms from 
Mexico and were in direct contact with 
the Calles government of Mexico, ac- 
cording to a confession which Gen. 
Christanto Zapata,.the captured leader 
of the Sacasa forces in west Nicaragua, 
hes made in the presence of C. C. 
Eberhardt, the American Minister, and | 
Lawrence Lennis, secretary of the 
American legation at Managua. 

These statements, together with 
others implicating Mexico in the at- 
tempted overthrow of the Nicaraguan 
government, were made public here 
yesterd&iy by the Nicaraguan legation, 
which were received from Adolfo Diaz, 
president of the Nicaraguan republic. 

“Zapata told quite simply the story 
of his recent activities,” Diaz con- 
tinues. “Gen. Concada, the revolution- 
ary leader of the Sacasa revolution, had 
asked him to begin an active movement 
about January 1 in the west of Nicara- 
gua, inquiring from the veteran revolu- 
tlonary Gen. Zapata how many arms 
he could use and telling him that they 
would be sent from Mexico. 

“In accordance with these instruc- 
tions, Gen. Zapata assembled forces 
about the sixth of January and began 
guerrila warfare on the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment in the western part of the 
country. He was supplied with some 
arms hidden by liberal sympathizers 
in the country and a small emount of 
money. With an inadequately armed 
force he waited for some twelve days 
near San Juan del Sur for the arrival 
of arms from Mexico. 

“On one occassion his kopes rose 
high on sighting a vessel, but were soon 
dashed on seeing that it was an Ameri- 
can warship patrolling the coast.”

OVERTURES BY BRITISH 


HALT ANY NEGOTIATIONS| 


Premier Not Expected to Yield 
Any of Country’s National 
Aspirations. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 


President Coolidge’s Chinese policy, as 
enunciated recently by Secretary of 
State Kellogg, will be mafhtained until 
China makes some reply to the gen- 
eral expressions of good will contained 
in the State Department’s last declara- 
tion. The tenor of the Chinese reply, 
which is now expected to come through 
Eugene Chen, the Cantonese premier, 
will be the determining factor in shap- 
ing America’s next move. 

At the moment there is a deadlock in 
the diplomatic exchanges of a formal 
character, because the British over- 
tures have taken precedence and placed 
Great Britain in the position to assume 
the lead in the negotiations to remove 
from China restraints placed on her 
sovereignty in the hope of stemming 
the hostile tide of Chinese nationalism. 
But Chen is expected soon to issue a 
statement on the Kellogg declaration of 
policy and on other phases of the situa- 
tion, and this statement will serve as a 
barometer to China’s reaction to the an- 
nounced policy of the United States. 

The understanding is that Welling- 
ton Koo, Peking premier, and others 
who claim to have any voice in the 
foreign affairs of the Chinese nation, 
will be solidiy behind Chen if the lat- 
ter makes the sort of statement antici- 
pated. Only in the event of a yielding 
on the part of Chen would there be any 
disagreement in China, and none an- 
ticipates that the Cantonese premier 
will yield a single jot in the matter of 
China’s present national aspirations. 


Two -Pitases Expected. 


It is expected that Chen will deal 
with two distinct phases of America’s 


| policy, as follows: 


First—The Kellogg statement, which 
is not viewed as specific or definite 
enough to be compared to the British 
declaration of policy, but which may 
be acceptable as an expression of good 
intentions on the part of the United 
States. 

Second—The continued massing of 
American war ships and marines with 
the avowed purpose of using these 
armed forces at Shanghai if circum- 
stances cause America to believe they 
should be thus employed. 

Chen's decision to reply to the Kel- 
logg statement has been announced in 
press cables and his determination to 
protest against and oppose the con- 
centration of armed forces has been in- 
dicated.. Following publication in The 
Post vesterday that Undersecretary of 
State Grew assured Alfred Sze, the Chi- 
nese Minister, that America’s armed 
forces would be used only for peaceful 
protective purposes, it was explained 
at the State Department that American 
marines will not be landed unless 
American lives are actually in danger 
and that the naval movements purely 
are precautionary. 

But the British are understood to 
have already made a similar explana- 
tion to Eugene Chen and the latter is 
apparently refusing to go on with the 
British negotiations until menacing 
British forces are withdrawn, withheld 
or diverted. The British already have 
indicated a willingness to yield to 
some of these demands. , 


Hope in British Settlement. 


It is believed certain, therefore, that 
Chen will be compelled by the British 
attitude, if by nothing else, to insist 
that preponderating, American armed 
forces be kept away from Shanghai 
while any negotiations between the 
United States and China are in prog- 
ress. 

In view of the turn of events in the 
complicated Chinese situation, Ameri- 
ca’s difficulty would be minimized, it 
is hinted by some officials, if the Brit- 
ish and Chinese speedily came to terms 
or if the Chinese simply asserted their 
sovereign rights and denounced unl- 
laterally all the unequal treaties. The 
powers then would have an accom- 
plished fact to face, and unless 
they wish to make war on China 
in defense of the unequal treaties, 
the solution of the Chinese prob- 
lem would come about in the man- 
ner which characterized Turkey's free- 
dom from foreign control. 


SHANGHAI DEFENSE

on their guard as to comment while 
the British offer is being studied. 
The presence of British and other 


foreign armed forces at Shanghai and 
the general movement of foreign mili- 
tary and naval forces toward this city 
remained as the outstanding issue in 
the diplomatic situation. Both north- 
erners and southerners have protested 
the British military move, which avow- 
edly is to afford protection to the in- 
ternational settlement here in case of 
danger. 

London, Feb. 4 (By A. P.).—Al- 
though the Cantonese government has 
expressed objection to the landing of 
large British forces at Shanghai, there 
were no signs developing from today’s 
cabinet councils of any modification of 
the disposition of the Shanghai de- 
fense force of 12,000 men which is 
continuing its course to that city. 

The foreign office, in fact, denied a 
report that an offer had been made 
to Eugene Chen, the Cantonese for- 
eign minister, to deflect to Hongkong 
‘the transports now on their way to 
the Far East. The report is believed 
to have developed from the landing of 
the Suffolk battalion in Hongkong. 


| The war office, however, stated that 


the battalion originally was ordered to 
Hongkong and not to Shanghai. 

Two long cabinet councils, which 
were held today, were called primarily 
to draft the speech from the throne 
and to deal with other formalities con- 
nected with the reopening of parlia- 
ment next week, but the Chinese sit- 
uation monopolized the sessions. No 
announcements of note were made as 
to the result of the councils, but it 
is believed the government has arrived 
at no definite decision.

Quincy, Ill., Feb. 4 (By A. P.).—The 
three Shelton brothers, southern Ili- 
nois gang leaders, were found guilty by 
a Federal court jury here late today on 
all four counts of an indictment charg- 
ing them..with the $15,000 robbery of 
& mail messenger at Collinsville, [IIl., 
January 27, 1925. 

The Sheltons—Carl, 38; Earl, 34, and 
Bernie, 28—face a sentence of 25 years 
or more in the penitentiary, mainly be- 
cause of the damaging testimony of 
Charlie Birger, rival gang leader, and 
“Art” Newman, his chief lieutenant, 
former friends but now sworn enemies 
of the Sheltons. 

Two of the counts on which they 
were convicted, charged assaulting 
James Mathias, postal messenger, and 
each carries a mandatory sentence of 
25 years. The other two counts 


which carry maximum 
five years each. 

The chief defense of the defendants, 
said the court, was an alibi to the ef- 
fect that they attended the funeral of 
Ora Thomas, slain Williamson county 
deputy sheriff, in Marion, 100 miles 
from Collinsville, on the Gay of the 
robbery. The court said that if true, an 
ralibi was a complete defense. 

The court said that there had been a 
serious conflict in the evidence and ad- 
vised the jury to take into considera- 
tion whether any witness had sworn 
falsely. 

The judge told the jury to consider 
only the mail robbery, because evidence 
relating to some of the turbulent times 
in Williamson county had been brought 
into the case.

HEAD OF FAMOUS BANK 
ENDS LIFE BY BULLET 


W. E. Knox, of Bowery Sav- 
ings, Former A. B. A. Presi- 
dent Had Breakdown. 


ONCE WAS WINDOW CLERK

New York, Feb. 4 (By A. P.).—A re- 
volver shot, muffled by the roar of 
traffic outside the Forty-second street 


branch of the Bowery Savings Bank, 
today ended the life of William Elliott 
Knox, who rose from a minor clerk- 
ship to the presidency of the bank and 
of the American Bankers association. 

Percy Delamater, secretary, who had 
seen Mr. Knox enter a third floor 
lounge room to rest after luncheon, 
went to summon him to the telephone 
in his office downstairs. He found Mr. 
Knox, a revolver gripped in his hand, 
lying lifeless on the floor. A physician 
said he had becn dead for half an 
hour. 

Officials of the bank attributed Mr. 
Knox’s suicide to general ill health. 
They said he suffered a nervous 
breakdown three months ago. Recover- 
ing, Mr. Knox returned to duty at the 
eight, ten 
|or twelve hours a day as conditions 
| dictated. He was* not despondent at 
any time, they said. 

Mr. Knox was born in Strabane, Ire- 
land, in 1862. He came to America as 
he boy and was educated in New York 
| public schools and city college. He 
|entered the employ of the Bowery Sav- 
ings Bank in 1885 as a clerk. He rose 
steadily and in 1922 was made presi- 
| dent. Under his direction the bank be- 
_ came the second largest savings bank 
|in New York and with a total of $259,- 
| 000,000 in deposits and 211,000 deposi- 
, tors. He was succeeded as president of 
| the American Bankers association in 
|1925 by Oscar Wells, of Birmingham, 
| Ala. 

Recently three tellers in the Bowery 
Savings Bank were arrested and con- 
fessed to having embezzled $%45.000, 
which they lost playing horse races. 
| Suspended sentences were imposed and 
the tellers put on 10 years’ probation. 

The trustees of the bank issued a 
statement which said in part: 

“Mr. Knox had been in a serious 
condition for several months, but there 
was nothing whatever in the condition 
| of the bank or of his relations to the 
bank that was not in every way satis- 
factory. Mr. Knox at the January 
meeting of the board of trustees had 
| been reelected president of the bank 
| by an unanimous vote.” 
|

BAN ON COMPROMIOE 
IN FORD TAX FIGHT 


Joseph E. Davies, Counsel for 
Minority Stockholders, 
Looks for Refund. 


GOVERNMENT LAWYERS 
OPPOSE SETTLEMENT 


Experts Put High Value on’ 
Stock of Company as_ 
of 1913 Date. | 


There’ will be no compromise of the 
government suit against the minority 
stockholders of the Ford Motor Co. to 
compel payment of more than 830,- 
000,000 additional taxes. In fact Joseph 
E. Davies,. of counsel for the pro- 
testants, said he expected a refund will 
be ordered. 

Opposition to compromise was voiced 
yesterday by the leading attorneys for 
both the government and the stock- 
holders who are carrying on the suit 
before three members of the board 
of customs appeal. The government 
wants the additional tax imposed. The 
former stockholders refuse to agree. 
And it became very plain that the 
issues involved are to be fought out 
to the bitter end. 

Arthur J. Lacy, attorney for ye 
Couzens, wko is admitted to be the 
chief figure in the present legal strug- 
gle, said that he and his associates 
will under no circumstances consent 
to a compromise. 

“We will not even listen to such 
& suggestion,” he said. “Not a single 
dollar will be paid by us. Why the 
entire evidence which has been pre- 
sented would seem to me to indicate 
that if the case were reopened we 
would be entitled to a refund of taxes. 
The figures which were given by the 
bureau of internal revenue, under 
Commissioner Daniel Roper, were very 
conservative. The attitude of every 
attorney wko has been engaged in this 
trial is that the government made a 
mistake in commencing this suit and 
we will finish it regardless of sugges- 
tions that we quit.” 


Government Counsel Firm. 


Alexander Gregg, chief counsel for 
the government, took a similar position 
although on an opposite belief. He in- 
sisted that before the complete facts 
are presented to the judges it will be 
found that the original valuation was 
padded. He suggested that, despite the 
general belief that the figures of the 
Ford attorneys seem to indicate that 
the value of the property today is in 
excess of one billion dollars, the ques- 
tion under consideration is what the 
actual value was in 1913 when the 
stock was transferred. 

Joseph E. Davies insisted that when 
all of the facts are before the board it 
will be impossible for it not to recom- 
mend to the Treasury that the case be 
reopened and a refund on the original | 
tax made. 

“Any one who has followed this case,” 
said Mr. Davies, “‘must be impressed by 
the fact that the valuation of the gov- 
ernment was far too low. -I will be 
greatly surprised if the outcome is not 
a refund of several million dollars to 
the original minority stockholders.” 

John W. Davis and other attorneys 
for the minority stockholders also in- 
sisted that there could be no compro- 
mise.. They said that the question in- 
volved was such that a decision was 
necessary. 

Yesterday's testimony was chiefly ofa 
technical nature and the witnesses 
argued that the valuations placed on 
the original stock transfer was correct. 

Pierce C. Ward, a Chicago investment 
banker, told the judges that an early 
as 1913 leading American bankers 
recognized the value of the Ford Co.’s 
stock and were willing to pay well for 
it. While the original assessment of 
the Treasury was $9,489 a share, Mr. 
Ward told the court that it was easily 
worth $10,000. The government insists 
that the actual value should lave been 
only $3,600. 


Value In 1913 Cited. 


“The Ford stock was the outstanding 
security on the market in 1913,” said 
Mr. Ward, “and i¢ especially appealed 
to investors and bankers because of 
the phenomenal increasing of its earn- 
ings. It was accepted by everybody as 
the best industrial concern in this 
country both fro mthe point of man- 
agement, physical and financial assets 
and its position of leadership in the 
automobile industry.” 

According to Mr. Ward, Ford was 
especially successful because he concen- 
trated on a single model, while his com- 
petitors continued to change models 
annually. ' 

The growth of the Ford Co. was 
described as “the romance of romances” 
by Charles L. Bradley, president of the 
Union Trust Co. of Cleveland, who 
said that a fair estimate of the value 
of the stock in 1918 would have been 
$12,000 a share. Arthur E. Anderson, 
of Chicago, said that in his opinion 
the lowest possible figure that could 
have been placed on the stock at the 
time of the transfer was $10,000 a 
share.

MAS. COOLIDGE WRITES | 


GOFFEE SOUFFLE RECIPE 


Contributes Directions for the 
Cookbook Published by 
Club Women. 


|W. A. WHITE ALSO HELPS 


New York, Feb. 4 (By A. P.).--Coffee 
souffie as made by the first lady of the 
land for the White House table is 
described by Mrs. Coolidge in the 
Hagerman (N. Mex.) Woman's club 
cookbook, The recipe, the first in the 
book, reads: 

“Mix one and a half cups of coffee, 
one tablespoon gelatine, one-third cup 
granulated sugar, and one-half cup 
milk. Heat in a double boiler. Add 
yolks of three eggs slightly beaten and 
mix with one-third cup granulated 
sugar and one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Cook until it thickens. Add the whites 
of the eggs, beaten stiff, and one-half 
teaspoon vanilla. Mold, chill and serve 
with whipped cream.” — 

The women of the town of Hagerman, 
wishing to raise money for a commun- 

1ouse and town library, seized upon 
the cookboox iueca. hey got their re- 
cipes from national and local celebri- 
ties. 

In a section devoted to what men 
like, William Allen White, Emporia, 
Kans., editor, tells what a “man's 
salad”’ should be. He warns the lettuce 
leaves must be thoroughly dried, and 
says: 

“Pull the leaves apart. Put them in 
a big salad bowl, pour on the oil, onion 
and all, and then stir it.

THE STRUGGLE OVER SHANGHAI. 


The struggle for Shanghai has begun be- 
tween the northern and Cantonese armies. 
The battle 1s on about 100 miles southwest 
of Shanghai, and apparently the Cantonese 

" forces are driving back the defenders of Shang- 
hal. It is evident that the Cantonese will 
make every effort to take the city. Their 
plans contemplated the taking of Shanghai 
before making an onslaught upon Tientsin and 
Peking, but perhaps the massing of foreign 
war vessels at Shanghai has hastened the 
march upon that port. 

As matters stand the United States will have 
- the strongest naval force at Shanghai. British 
- vessels loaded’ with soldiers and marines are 
to be diverted to other ports, according to late 

‘ advices. But the American vessels are going 
forward, and naman ties or three weeks Ad- 
miral Williams will have several thousand 
marines at his disposal. 

The Chinese government has inquired as to 
the reason for concentrating this force at 
Shanghai, and the State Department has re- 

. plied that the protection of American life and 

~ property is the sole object in view. 

a Under the terms of the sixth resolution 

adopted by the conference on limitation of 
armament, signed at Washington on February 
1, 1922, the signatory powers agree, whenever 
China shall so request, to associate themselves 
with three representatives of the Chinese gov- 

- ernment to inquire collectively into the sub- 

= ject of stationing armed forces in China. The 
> resolution states that the powers have declared 

. their intention to withdraw their armed forces 
now on duty in China whenever China shall 

- assure the protection of lives and property of 

» foreigners and that China has declared her in- 
tention and capacity to assure such protection. 

> The inquiry provided for in the resolution is 
authorized “‘to the end that there may be clear 
understanding of the conditions upon which in 
each case the practical execution of those in- 
tentions must depend.”’ 

Thus the signatory powers, including the 
3 United States, are precluded by this resolution 
from landing armed forces in China if China 
gives assurances that she is willing and able 
_ to protect foreigners. No doubt a request will 
be made by China for the appointment of a 
* commission of inquiry to report on the ques- 
tion of landing armed forces to protect for- 
eigners. In the meantime Minister Sze’ points 
* out that no foreign lives have been sacrificed 
during the current disturbances in China. 

As Americans leave the interior ‘of China 
and make their way to Shanghai and other 
ports it is evident that they are not in such im- 
minent danger as to warrant the landing of 
' marines for their rescue or protection. If 
Shanghai should become a battleground all 
Americans will doubtless take to the ships. 
The landing of armed forces should be avoided 
up to the last extremity and then they should 
be used solely for the rescue of Americans 
under attack. 

Nothing has developed to indicate that 
Americans will be attacked. They may be in 
' danger if the Chinese armies come to grips at 
Shanghai, but even then they will be in the 

. position of “innocent bystanders.” and if they 

~ are wise they will get out’ of the danger zone. 

As for the foreign settlement at Shanghai, 
it is not the duty of the United States to de- 

. fend it in case of attack by any Chinese fac- 
* tion. The Chinese military operations are 
obviously not aimed at American property. 
- The United States should not make the mis- 
~ take of intervening with military force in a 
struggle which does not directly concern 
Americans. Appeals by other powers to the 
United States, suggesting joint operations 
against the Chinesé, should be rejected.

COWARDLY, LYING, AND FOUL. 


A British jury has rendered a verdict that 
Viscount Gladstone did not libel Capt. Peter 
Wright in calling him a coward, a liar and a 
foul fllow. Capt. Wright inserted in a book 
on William E. Gladstone certain vile para- 
. graphs reflecting upon the moral character of 
(the “grand old man,” and. Viscount Gladstone 
promptly defended his father’s memory by 
describing the writer of the book as he de- 
_ served to be described. Capt. Wright there- 
upon sued for damages, alleging that he had 
= been libeled. 

* Capt. Wright formerly bore a fair reputation 

«as a soldier and writer. Apparently he yielded 

_to the temptation to add to the spiciness and 
» salability of his-book by inventing or repeat- 
__» ing atrocious lies. When his offense was fit- 
'  {, tingly rebuked, and he was publicly proclaimed 
| ia coward, a Mar, and a foul fellow, he sought 
_« to recover his reputation by suing Viscount 
» Gladstone. But he caught a Tartar, and the 
net outcome is the vindication by the jury of 
character and reputation of William’ E. 
Gladstone and the destruction of Capt. 
Wright’s reputation. : 
_ This incident ought to serve as a warning 
to impecunious writers on this side of the At- 
intic, who have not hesitated to besmirch the 
‘ep itation of prominent men and women for 
sake of creating a sale for worthless books. 
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actly as Viscount Gladstone has described it. 
Once exposed, as Capt. Wright has been, the 
writer’s occupation is gone. No one cares to 
hear what a coward, liar, and foul fellow has 
to offer on any subject whatever. The pun- 
ishment is severe, but it fits the crime, and no 
writer is ever under the necessity of earning 
such punishment. 


KENSINGTON’S TRAGEDY. 


Residents of Kensington are inclined to 
place the blame for the grade-crossing acci- 
dent; which took the lives of five persons 
Thursday night, jointly against the driver of 
the machine and the railroad company. Ap- 
parently another unsuccessful attempt was 
made to beat a fast train at a crossing which 
was guarded only by a warning bell and a 
light which comes into operation automatically 
upon the approach of the train. No additional 
information is apt to be forthcoming, as the 
State attorney holds that an inquest is un- 
necessary. 

The tragedy adds additional force to. the 
campaign for eliminating grade crossings. 
Residents of Kensington have been trying for 
some time to, do away with this hazard, and 
it is one of those doomed to early extinction 
in a bill now pending before the Maryland 
legislature to raise money for such work 
through an additional gasoline tax. Railroads 
are unable for financial reasons to abolish all 
grade crossings along their right of way.: Such 
work requires enormous expendittres of funds, 
and must be undertaken gradually. 

More than all else the accident demon- 
strates, however, the suicidal folly of a driver 
in racing against a railroad locomotive for the 
crossing. The only safe course to pursue when 
approaching an intersection is to come to a 
complete stop and make certain that the tracks 
are clear in both directions. Until grade 
crossings are done away with it is clearly up 
to the motorist to presume that he is in deadly 
danger and_to take precautions accordingly. 


HOW TO ABSORB THE SURPLUS. 


Of the many ways so far suggested to get 
rid of the surplus the bone-dry measure intro- 
duced by Representative Sproul, of Kansas. 
5eems to be one of the best. The bill proposes 
the stationing of Federal assistant district at- 
torneys and prohibition commissioners in 
every county and city of over 25,000 popula-. 
tion, mandatory jail sentences for first offen- 
ders and penitentiary sentences for persistent 
violators, and in addition to the jail sentences 
the imposition of heavy fines which would par- 
tially defray the cost of administering the new 
law, 

The 1920 census listed 248 cities in the 
United States with a population of over 30,000. 
There are no figures available as to the extent 
of the list at the present time. Nor is it pos- 
sible to ascertain definitely how many fall in 
the 25,000 to 30,000 class, although it seems 
certain that altogether there are at least 500 
municipalities in the country of 25,000 or more 
population. If each new prohibition office 
could be administered for $5,000 a year, surely 
the minimum figure, enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment under the Sproul meas- 
ure in cities would come to several millions of 
dollars, to which should be added the cost of 
county administration. Since the fines col- 
lected would have to be used to build new jails 
and penitentiaries, and to pay for the 
sustenance of the vast army of prisoners, one 
realizes that here, at last, is the perfect so- 
lution of the problem of what to do with the 
surplus. 


FINDING STOLEN CARS. 


During the last seven days of January 80 
automobiles were stolen in the District of Co- 
lumbia, according to the police records. Two 
of these have been recovered so far as known, 
and the recovery of one of them adds another 
feather to the cap of Policeman Sinclair, who 
discovered no fewer than 3,000 ‘cars which 
overstayed the parking limit last year along 
the curbstones of the Capital. 

It was while waiting to arrest an overtime 
parker that the record-holding officer got one 
of the stolen cars, but he did not intend to do 
it. The lost car was described on the lists 
Which are posted daily for the information of 
the force. It was found near the corner of 
Fourteenth and G streets last Monday by an- 
other cop, but as Sleuth Sinclair had the ma- 
chine tagged for overtime parking and was 
standing by to arrest the owner when she 
should appear to claim her vehicle, Mr. Sinclair 
is entitled to the credit connected with ‘the 
transaction—if any. 

The other recovered car was reported stolen 
by the owner, Miss Ruth Kleinberger, shortly 
after midnight January-25, Nothing was heard 
from the police until February 3. On that day 
Officer Lumsden, of the Third precinct, was 
seen “‘tagging’’ the car. It was in front of the 
office of the civil service commission, and had 
been there for a week or more. As the watch- 
ful policeman placed the incriminating tag he 
was noticed by the telephone operator of the 
civil service commission, who, looking up the 
number on the license plate, called up the 
owner and advised her of the friendly act of 
Officer Lumsden. This sleuth was quite sure 
that the car had been parked right there in 
front of a Federal office for a much longer 
time than is allowed by the traffic regulations, 
but he was not aware of the fact that every 
policeman in Washington had been directed to 
be on the lookout for that particular car for 
more than a week. Officer Lumsden is mak- 
ing quite a record for vigilance in “tagging”’ vi- 
olators of parking regulations. 

This incident should be recorded by Mrs. 
Van Winkle, for when that lady is looking for 
additional members of her force it should 
strike her at once that the telephone operator 
of the civil service commission can find stolen 
cars. 


CREAM FOR THE STRAWBERRY. 


The report from Des Moines that:a straw- 
berry grower of the Iowa capital bas sued a 
nursery house for more than $100,000 is an- 
other strong argument in favor of advertising.

The Rockhill strawberry is not the first 
agricultural bonanza to attract national at- 
tention. Marvelous wheat, wonderful oats, 
and corn which would produce stupendous 
crops have been foisted off on an unsuspect- 
ing public ever since advertising became gen- 
eral. Perhaps the most notable example of 
the power of advertising as a sales force was 
that which followed a wager between two 
Frenchmen in a boulevard cafe in Paris 
shortly after the Franco-Prussian war. One of 
the bettors wagered that he could sell a ton 
of common cabbage seed through the medium 
of a page “‘ad”’ in the Figaro within 48 hours. 
The advertisement was written and published. 
It described a wonderful new variety of the 
vegetable. Orders for many tons were re- 
ceived within 24 hours. It seemed as though 
every man and woman in the department of 
the Seine wanted some of that seed, and they 
were all accommodated. 

So with Rockhill strawberries; everybody 
wanted them, and now the originator wants 
his ‘rake off” out of the profits. 


THE RADIO BILL. 


The compromise radio control bill, for 
which easy sledding was predicted, remains 
‘‘pending legislation.’’ In the meantime appli- 
cations for broadcasting licenses continue to 
pour into the Department of Commerce. Today 
there are 712 stations on the air, an increase 
of approximately 200 since a Chicago judge 
ruled that the department had no right under 
existing legislation to assign wave lengths and 
supervise broadcasting. There are only 89 
available wave lengths under the 10 kilocycle 
separation in force before the Chicago ruling, 
and with more than 700 stations broadcasting 
on the available wave lengths in the 200 to 
600 meter band reserved for commercial 
broadcasting, and with new stations going on 
the air every day, the conditions are correctly 
termed chaotic. 

When the radio control legislation was re- 
cently brought up for consideration, Senator 
Howell, of Nebraska, led the fight to send the 
measure back for revision on the ground that 
ownership of the ether was not specifically 
claimed for the government. This omission, 
according to the senator, may eventually lead 
to a monopoly of the air by a commercial 
broadcasting company. In reply, Senator Dill, 
of Washington, called attention to the fact 
that the legislation establishes governmental 
control of the wave length, which constitutes 
control of the air. 

To the general public, which agrees with 
Senator Dill that control of the wave lengths 
constitutes control and ownership of the ether, 
the point raised is technical and unimportant. 
Radio control is a matter of universal interest, 
one which has swept away party lines and 
which should not be made a victim of con- 
gressional bickering. Each day’s delay only 
serves to complicate the situation. The bill 
should be passed immediately. 


HOMING PIGEONS. 


While there is as yet no sign of open hostil- 
ities between the War Department and the De- 
partment of Agriculture, it might be well for 
the former to watch out. The War Depart- 
ment has only recently entered the list of 
publicity seekers, although the Navy, the Post- 
office and the Department of Justice have 
maintained “press agencies’’ for some time. 
Commerce and Interior have not lagged in the 
background in the race for space in the news- 
papers, while Labor’s mimeograph and print- 
ing press are oiled up and ready for action 
five days in each week. 

When it comes to producing publicity, how- 
ever, the Department of Agriculture is ad- 
mittedly entitled to the blue ribbon. There- 
fore, when the War Department gets to put- 
ting out news about poultry it appears to be 
encroaching on dangerous ground, and Mr. 
Jardine’s young men are likely to retaliate 
with a few bulletins on ballistics, mass forma- 
tions or some other purely military subject. If 
a doubt exists as to the ability of the depart- 
ment to do this, the doubter has only to read 
the brochures from the Mall, which take all 
knowledge. as their field. 

The War Department’s poultry bulletin 
deals with the history of pigeons, exclusively, 
and even with pigeons there is a limitation. 
Nothing’ is told about runts, pouters, fantai!s 
or any other breed but Homers. They are the 
birds which the War Department is interested 
in, and the reason why they are dealt with in 
the bulletin just issued from the office of 
Secretary Davis is to be found in the fact’ that 
the signal corps of the army has again carried 
off the principal honors at the Brooklyn Con- 


-course Pigeon Show, which has just closed on 


Long island. Here 900 finely bred birds were 
shown, and the army carried off the champion- 
ship for the best bird in the show. R 

This afforded the War Department the ex- 
cuse for putting one over on the Aggies, and 
the bulletin shows how well the opportunity 
was improved. In spite of the fact that only 
about twenty lines are used, the writer of the 
bulletin has told more about homing pigeons 
since the days of the fifth Egyptian dynasty, 
3,000 years B. C., and right down through the 
history of Bagdad and Roine than was ever 
told before. Mark Antony and Decius Junius 
Brutus, as well as a few sulians, are all men- 
tioned as pigeon fanciers. The War Depart- 
ment has demonstrated that if the Department 
of Agriculture wants information on pigeons 
the signal corps of the army will cheerfully 
supply it. ,

ADVENTIST COLLEGE 
HEAD NOW IN OFFICE 


Hamilton, of Tennessee, Suc- 
ceeds Morrison at Takoma 
Park Institution. 


Prof. H. H. Hamilton, of Ooltewall, 
Tenn., has arrived in Takoma Park as 
successor to Prof. H. A. Morrison, who 
has resigned the presidency of Wash- 
ington Missionary college.

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After I had been for years poking 
about the Orient, and visiting dozens 
of ancient churches in Europe and 
Asia, I suddenly came to a bit of infor- 
mation which doubtless I should have 
known all along. This is the fact that 
there were no church buildings in the 
first two centuries of the Christian era. 
The sufficient reason why there are no 
ruins of Christian edifices dating be- 
fore the third or fourth century is 
that none existed. Christianity did 
not begin to build special houses of 
worship for at least 200 years. 

Instead, the early church worshiped 
chiefly in homes, and perhaps also in 
the open air and in synagogues. Once 
the fact is pointed out, we instantly 
recall the New Testament allusions to 
“the church in the house” of this or 
that disciple. Believers in the new 
way met for fellowship, worship and 
the sacraments in the homes of one 
another. A modern “neighbood prayer 
meeting’ has earlest warrant. 

Somehow,..this. simple, important 
historic fact concerning Christianity 
does more to elevate the status of the 
home than any of the beautiful liter- 
ary productions devoted to the theme. 
Christianity concentrated upon the 
home. It was regarded as sacred in it- 
self, and as the place of worship of the 
followers of Jesus. All the sanctity that 
attaches to venerable and beautiful 
cathedrals, belongs by prior right to 
the holy precincts of the Christian 
home. The first and most appropriate 
place of worship is the family hearth- 
stone. Any effort expended to make 
our homes Christian is a return to the 
practice of the first followers of Christ. 
Just as Jesus in His life resorted to a 
congenial home of friends, so in His 
spirit He _ still doubtless delights to 
dwell in every Christian home. 


Modern Substitutes for 


Anywhere that a family abides may 
be a true home, however primitive. 
One-roomed cabins, the world around, 
have in millions of instances been real 
homes, where love and religion ruled. 
Even a modern apartment, or “flat”, 
may be a ‘genuine home, despite its 
handicaps. It is not the size of the 
abode, nor its equipment, that makes 
the true home, but the presence of the 
family, and the spirit that animates it. 

There can be no good substitutes for 
home life. Certain groups of restless- 
minded persons have tried to put 
cabarets and restaurants and motion- 
picture theaters in the place of home 
joys, but in vain.:A new ally of the 
home has appeared when most need- 
ed, in the radio, which enables the 
whole family, while remaining by the 
fireside, unitedly to tap the world's 
wide resources of entertainment Iinter- 
est and instruction. Unlike professional 
entertainment outside of the home, the 
radio is religious: sermon, hymn, scrip- 
ture, prayer and Bible-teaching are a 
daily part of its ministry. It is often 
said that, taken by and large, the most

of the gospel, is the sanctifying in- 
fluence of ideal home life. It sustains 
mothers and fathers, as they toil and 
plan and deny themselves, for the sake 
of the children. It puts a halo ardund 
the loyalty and forbearance of children 
who quietly and naturally serve and 
support parents. It almost seems as 
if this red tinge of the sacrificial is 
necessary to sanctify home life. Heroism 
at its highest may be found, all un- 
heralded, in the home. 


Hall-Marks of a Home: 


No matter how pretentious its plety— 
and sincere piety is essential in a@ suc- 
cessful family—no home merits the ad- 
jective “Christian” unless it fulfills the 
New Testament’s specifications. These 
are true love and union between husband 
and wife. “‘They two shall be one” is 
the Apostle’s prescription of monogamy. 
Husbands are exhorted to love their 
wives on the high plane of “even as 
Christ also loved the Church, and gave 
Himself for it.” ‘There is a dignity and 
@ responsibility about the Bible’s pre- 
sentation of the duty of a husband 
that is very solemnizing. 

While it may be old-fashioned to say 
so, and incur the wrath of militant 
feminists, we can not escape the Scrip- 
tural teaching that the husband is the 
head of the family, and entitled to the 
respect of the wife and the children. 
We lightly drop “obey” from the mar- 
riage ceremony, as being “out of date;” 
but it is still in the Bible. In a rather 
wide observation of life, I have never 
seen a truly happy or successful home 
where the husband and father was 
subordinated to a strong-willed wife or 
to inconsiderate and disobedient chil- 
dren. In a Christian home the man 
must bear the grave responsibility of 
meriting and exercising headship, with- 
out provocation. 

Equally authoritative is the Bibie’s 
requirement that children shall obey 


and honor their parents. Paul calls 
this “the first‘ commandment with 
promise.” In Bible Lands, and in the 


farther East, this truth of respect for 
parents is exalted into a religious cult. 
If the younger generation disdains and 
disregards parents, the fault may be 
with the latter for permitting it, but 
the consequence will surely be upon 
the heads of the children. 

Slack parents, who are so incompe- 
tent as never to have exacted obedience 
from their children, have done them- 
selves and their offspring the deepest 
of all injuries; and have failed in their 
first duty to God. They have been 
guilty of fundamental impiety. The 
“crime wave” of our time and the moral 


laxity and mental instability of many 


youth, trace directly back to the fail- 
ure of the home to control and to 
guide and to inspire the children. 
Homes where prayer is common, and 
the Scriptures are read, and where 
God’s bounty is acknowledged at every 
meéal are the ones that have real char- 
acter standards and moral ideals. The 


satisfactory product of the radio is its| 
religious addresses and sermons; which | 
carry the ministry of the world into| 
remotest homes. 
At the outset, it is well to get hold | 
of the fundamental truth, attested by | 
myriads of witnesses who have tried 
all other forms of pleasure, that the 
highest happiness is to be found in a 
home. Nothing that the big world can 
give, in the way of applause and ex- 
perience and diversion, is comparable 
with the delights of a family circle! 
where love reigns and where the sancti- | 
fying, unifying influence of religion | 
prevails: The experience of the whole | 
human race is gathered up in the! 
four-word proverb of the Scotch, 
“East, west, hame’s best.” 

To miss the experience of a true home | 
is to miss the prize of life.

bly the most attractive room in the 
house—a large ballroom done in Louls 
XV style. The furniture, exquisite 
creations in white, blue and pink, 
might very well have come from the 
Versailles palace itself. The most im- 
pressive object on the walls is a life- 
size portrait of Mrs. R. W. Patterson, 
mother of the owner of the home. 

Opposite the ballroom is the main 
dining room, which looks out on P 
street. It was said yesterday that 60 
guests could be taken care of in this 
room without overcrowding. The walls 
are done in a deep red and the furni- 
ture is mahogany. 

At one end of the room is a cabinet 
filled with wine and liquor glasses, but 
newspaper men were assured that there 
was nothing in the cellar with which 
to fill them. 

On this same floor, the second, is the 
large library. President Coolidge would 
undoubtedly choose this as his office 
and study. Its shelves abound with 
books on history, the kind the Presi- 
dent is said to prefer. He would also 
find the works of Tennyson, Byron, 
Samuel Pepys and many other famous 
poets and writers. 

Below this library, on the first floor, 
is another library, a smaller one. This 
is regarded by some as the “coziest” 
room in the house. 

The bedrooms, dressing rooms and 
boudoirs are on the third and fourth 
floors. Each is conected with a bath 
and, as in the other rooms in the house, 
each has a fireplace. In front of each 
fireplace is the skin of a bear or some 
other animal. 

One reason President Coolidge favors 
the Patterson mansion is that it is de- 
tached. Another reason is that it is 
comfortable. He also took into con- 
sideration the question of entertain- 
ment, and he apparently feels that the 
house is ideal on that score. 

The President has not yet an- 
nounced how many servants will be 
taken from the White House to the 
temporary home, rior has any an- 
nouncement been made as to the ar- 
rangements that will be made for the) 
secret service men. 

‘The President plans to visit his of- 
fice at the White House every working 
day, and it is probable he frequently 
will make the journey on foot. Only 
the White House mansion proper will 
undergo repairs, the building in which 
the executive offices are housed not 
being disturbed. 

The law enacted by Congress pro- 
viding for the repairs to the roof and 
other parts of the White House also 
provided $25,000 for the expenses of 
President and Mrs. Coolidge while 
“living out.” 

The bedroom which President Cool- 
idge probably would prefer is one on 
the third floor facing both P street and 
Dupont circle. It is done in red and is 
fronted by a balcony. The room leads 
into a study and this, in turn, opens 
into a second bedroom suite of two 
rooms and bath. 

The Patterson house was designed by 
Stanford White, the noted architect 
slain by Harry K. Thaw. It was built 
for Mrs. Robert M. Patterson, wife of 
the ‘publisher of the Chicago Tribune, 
who then divided her time between 
Chicago and Washington. 

Mrs. Patterson later gave the house 
to her daughter, then Countess Gizycka.

FESS ASSAILS M'NARY 
FARM EQUALIZATION FEE 


Price Fixing Would Be Needed 
to Protect Government, 
He Declares. 


COTTON MEETINGS HELD 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The legislative battle over farm re- 
lief was renewed yesterday in the Sen- 
ate with Chairman McNary of the agri- 
culture committee explaining his pro- 
posal to levy an equalization fee to dis- 
pose of surplus crops. 

He immediately drew fire from the 
opposition camp, led by Senator Fess, 
Republican, Ohio, who declared the 
measure would have to provide for price 
fixing if the government was to be pro- 
tected from loss by operation of the 
equalization fee. 

“I challenge any one to point to a 
single word in the bill referring to 
price fixing,” responded Senator Mc- 
Nary. “The price would be protected 
by removal of the surplus.” 

While the debate was proceeding in 
the Senate numerous private counfer- 
ences were under way between Senate 
|groups in an effort to compromise on 
| the provision for cotton. Led by Sena- 
|tor Harrison, Democrat, Mississippi, a 
‘bloc of Southern members has de- 
‘manded substitution of the Bledsoe >ot- 
ton insurance plan for the equalization 
fee against cotton. 
| Managers of the measure, sponsored 
| jointly by Senator McNary and Chair- 
man Haugen of the House agricultural 
committee, so far have declined to ac- 
cept the insurance plan on the conten- 
tion that it would require amendment 
of the farm banking laws which could 
not be effected at this session. 

Supporters of the bill, which will be 
taken up by the House next week, be- 
lieve its position has been improved 
materially by the decision to include 
tobacco as one of the basic agricultural 
commodities along with corn, wheat, 
hogs, rice and cotton. They claim to 
have obtained the support of several 
senators from tobacco-growing States 
and predict that if members from cot- 
ton States can be satisfied the bill will 
be passed. 

In his speech opening debate, Sena- 
tor McNary declared the measure was 
necessary to economically equalize agri- 
culture with industry, as operation of 
the law of supply and demand has been 
blocked by both the tariff and immli- 
gration laws. 

“Congress has aided every human oc- 
cupation but agriculture,” he added, 
“and it is now time something was 
done for the farmer.”

redoubled. Five-odd, made on a con- 
tract of one, count exactly the same in 
the trick column as five-odd made on 
a contract of five—and neither doubling 
or redoubling changes this except as 
to the value of each trick. There would, 
however, be a great difference in the 
bonus-count in the two cases. Making 
five on a doubled contract of five would 
carry a bonus of 50 above the line for 


making a doubled contract; but making | 
five on a contract of one doubled, would | 
count the bonus of 50 for making the!

Another point to be clearly under- 
stood is that the adversaries of a De- 
clarer never can score for tricks (i. e., 
below the line).

OE HARRIS, Washington utility

been sold to Pittsburgh, according 
to telegraphic advices received from 
President Clark Griffith from Tampa 
last night. No other players were in- 
volved, the deal being an outright pur- 
chase by the Pirates, who plan to use 
the veteran as a utility man and 
pinch-hitter. The fact that a National 
league club is getting the player means 
that every team in the American league 
waived on him. 

In Harris’ case, age gives way to 
youth, for the old-timer was mainly 
kept as Joe Judge’s assistant, and Man- 
ager Stanley Harris cut his name from 
the Washington pay roll to give Em- 
mett McCann, a 22-year-old youngster,

Although McCann covered sec- 
ond for the Columbus American 
association team last season, Pilot 
Harris plans to convert him into @ 
first-sacker, several of the leaders 
of association teams having ex- 
pressed the opinion that this ts 
his natural position. 


McCann is half an inch less than 6 
feet, weighs 167 pounds and bats and 
throws right-handed. Last year he 
proved to be a great fielder around 
the middle cushion and hit for an 
average of .337. He has had consider- 
able ra medias, Coming fresh from 
the classrooms \at West Philadelphia 
High, Connie Mack gave him a trisl 
with the Athletics in 1919, but he was 
considered too green and turned loose. 

Since then he has roamed in the 
Virginia, International and Pacific 
Coast leagues and American associa- 
tion. Last spring he was with the tall- 
end Red Sox and was sent to Colum- 
bus, from which team the Nationals 
grabbed him. 

His shift from second to the initial 
sack is a difficult one and no doubt 
will be watched with much interest by 
local fans. 


There are several precedents in 
baseball where players have roamed 
all over the infield and been good 
at all positions, probably the out- 
standing cases being those of “Long 
George” Kelly, of the Giants, and 
Marty McManus, iast year with the 
Browns, who will be a member of 
the Tiger crew this season. 


McCann is young enough not to be 


'too set in his ways and may make the 


change with no trouble at all. Any- 
way, President Griffith states that 
Manager Harris plans to put him to 
the test. 

The. acquisition of Tris Speaker no 
doubt also played a part in the gale 
of “Moon” Harris. ‘With the former 
Indian manager due to get the job of 
patroling the Nats’ middle pasture, Mc- 
Neely will be first-string outfield sub- 
stitute, while Ollie Tucker, Bernie’ 
Neis, Sam West and Nick Cullop algo 
will be available, and the Nat leader 
evidently decided that’ this was suffi- 
cient outfield talent. —

Eldridge explained that the case cov- 
ered only enses in connection with 
which revocation is made mandatory 
after conviction, according to the traf- 
fic act, such as driving while drunk, 
the offense with which Tierney was 
Cc . The court held that authori- 
gation for revocation by Eldridge with 
or without a prior hearing, before ¢con- 
viction of an offense, applied only to 
offenses the penalty for which did not 
include automatic revocation after ¢on- 
viction. 

Eldridge Claims Power. 


“It was the plain intent of Congress.” 
said Eldridge, “that I be allowed to 
revoke permits, particularly in the case 
of motorists arrested for driving while 
drunk. Because, at the committee 
hearings, I cited several cases where 


* there had been three or four arrests 


for this offense against an individual 
and we needed to be able to revoke 


his permit without wailting through 


aoe delay due to his demanding jury 
trial.” ' ‘ 

' The District Supreme court reversed 
iteelf in the injunction. proceedings. 
On September 26 Justice Stafford re- 
fused an injunction to Gennoske Hi- 
gashi, Japanese farmer whose permit 
had been revoked after his arrest, but 
before his trial. 


Injunction Is Granted. 


When the application of Peter Tier- 
néy, truck driver for the Georgetown 
Gaslight Co., for an injunction to pre- 
vent revocation of his permit was pre- 
sented to Justice Smith yesterday the 
latter decided that he was entitled to 
an injunction. Thereupon the court 
signed one. Tierney was arrested De- 
cember 10 after his truck had been in 
@ collision. He has not yet heen tried 


,on the charge of driving while tntox!- 
cated. 


‘In the Higashi case the court refused 
to interfere with the District authori- 
ties on the ground that they were en- 
forcing an act of Congress. Higashi 
was eventually acquitted, although his

DEVICE FOR MONUMEN 
WILL BE TESTED TODAY 


Wihdow Invention Planned to 
Prevent Leaps in Attempts 
at Suicide. 


SAID TO PRESERVE VIEW 


A device for the Washington monu- 
ment windows to prevent suicides, but 


preserve the view from the windows, 
will be tested this morning at 9 o'clock 
by public buildings and public parks 
officials. 

The device consists of a steel frame 
work, 42 by 26 inches, which are the 
dimensions of the window on which it 
is to be tried, and it Is fitted with four 
horizontal bars. It is constructed to fit 
into metal catches at the window sides 
and can be padlocked to them. 

The bars are bent outward from 
the frame to a depth of four and a half 
inches, so that sightseers may look 
outward, downward and upward 
through the spaces between them. The 
space between the second and third 
bar is on a level with the eyes of a 
person of average height. 

The frame can be removed when the 
monument windows are closed. If the 
device tested today is approved, seven 
similar frames will be constructed for 
the other windows. The device was 
conatructed by the division of shops 
of the public buildings and parks of- 
fice. . 


House Approves Bill 
On New Court Home
